German Defense Broken. 

As ts inevitable, when a battle rages 
with such intensity as along this em- 
bankment, the exact situation is ob- 
scure, but reports have been received 
that the British have broken down the |! 
German defense at various places and 
have passed through to the eastern 
side. Behind the embankment there 
may not have been a great force of 
German reserves when the battle be- 
gan, but by this time the harassed 
enemy certainly is rushing men to the 
scene as fast as he can, for another 
disaster threatens him. 

The battle openéd with a sudden 
crash of guns of all calibers just as day 
was breaking. Great billows of thick 
fog such as are seen only on this side 
of the, Atlantic, hung over the scenes. 
The infantrymen and tank crews Could 
scarcely see a hundred feet ahead of 
them, and the flare of countless blazing 
cannon was smothered, while explo- 
sions from their mouths rolled up into 
a continuous deadened roar. 

The fog was most favorable to the 
attacking formations, for it effectively 
shielded them from the eyes of the en- 
emy, and at the same time caused the 
Germans opposite to believe that the 
‘attack was not directly against them. 

“The guns sounded a long way off,” 
said one of the éarly prisoners, “so we 
congratulated ourselves that we were 
not to be attacked. Just then a tank, 
followed by infantry, rolled right over 
our positions, and I surrendered.” 

Great Banks of Smoke. 

As tanks and men followed behind 
the sweeping barrage, the atmosphere

Capt. Evans Is Convinced 


German Submarine Will 
Stay Long While on This 
‘Side—Double Crew Car- 
ried. 


Washington, August 21.—Days spent 
as a prisoner on a German submarine 
which was so crowded with men -that 
there wa sscarcely room to sleep con- 
vinced Captain David Evans, of the 
British steamer Penistone, sunk by the 
U-boat, that more exploits like the 
arming of the steamer Trawier Tri- 
umph are contemplated by the German 
raiders. On his visit here, where 
he .reported his experience to naval 
officers, Captain Evans explained that 
the submarine carried 77 men, more 
than twice the number of a nermal 
crew, and his ,impression was that its 
officers intended to convert some cap- 
tured ship into a rdider or use the 
vessel as a mother ship for U-boats, 
though it has been reported that dou- 
ble crews are carried on submarines in 
order to train enough men to keep up 
the warfare. 

U-Boat 200 Feet Over All. 

“The U-boat which synk the Peni- 
stone and which was my prison for 
eight days was 200 feet over all, and 
carried two 6-inch deck guns,” Cap- 
tain Evans said after telling of the 
circumstances which led to his cap- 
ture. “These guns were not protect- 
ed from the water in any way when the 
U-boat submerged.

LASSIGNY TAKEN © 
BY FRENCH FORCES; 
NOYON’S FALL NEAR 


Paris, August 21.—Lassigny has been 

captured by the French forces, whose 
lines now have reached the outskirts 
of Chiry-Ourscamps, southwest of Noy- 
on. 
The official statement making this 
announcement also says that twenty 
villages have been liberated since yes- 
terday and that the French have ad- 
vanced about five miles at certain 
points. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Between the Matz and the Oise 
the enemy, despite his resistance, gave 
way under the energetic thrust of our 
troops, and Lassigny fell into our 
hands. 

“Further south we gained a footing 
on Plemont and occupied Orval wood; 
we carried our lines to the outskirts 
of Chiry-Ourscamps. 

“East of the Oise our troops con- 
tinued their success during the course 
of the day. The left of Carlepont 
wood fell into our power and we 
reached the Oise to the east of Noyon 
between Sempigny and Pontoise. 

“Further east we crossed the road 
between Noyon and Coucy le Chateau. 
We took Camelin et le Fresne and 
Blerancourt and advanced our line to 
the outskirts of Starbin. 

“Since yesterday we have Hberated 
about twenty villages and advanced 
eight kilometers at certain points.” 

The French day statement reads: 

‘During the night the situation be- 
tween the Oise and the Aisne remained 
unchanged. The enemy did not at- 
tempt any reaction. This morning our 
troops continued their advance along 
the whole front.

The air men have hin- 
dered greatly the movement of the 
enemy troops, bombarding bridges 
over the Oise and convoys and con- 
centrations of troops. They also have 
mecompanied the infantry in its 
progress, attacking the ememy’s in- 
fantry with machine guns. 


SUBURBS OF NOYON 
REACHED BY FRENCH. 

London, August 21—French troops. 
advanced three miles today along the 
Oise and reached Sempigny, a mile 
from the outskirts of Noyon, according 
to reports from the battle front.

“An attack launched this morning on 
a front of 10 miles from the Ancre to 
the neighborhood of Moyenneville was 
successful on the whole of the front. 
We penetrated deeply into the positions 
of the enemy, and have taken numbers 
of prisoners. 

“In the onening assault, under a mist, 
we captured the villages of Beaucourt- 
sur-Amore, Puisieux-au-Mont, Bucquoy, 
Ablainzeville and Moyenneville.

GERMAN LEADERS 
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FEAR REVOLUTION 


Stamp Out Insubordination 
Among the Troops. 


British Headquarters in France, Au- 
gust 21.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Germany’s military leaders now have 
become distinctly worried over . the 
prospects of a revolution in Germany. 
General Ludendorff, in a captured seoret 
order, has taken steps to employ the 
assistance of his commanding officers 
and various governmental agencies to 
help him stamp out the glowing spark 
which has been seen. The order, which 
is more illuminating than anything 
which has come out of Germany in 
many months, follows: 

“It has come to my knowledge 
through a letter addressed to the royal 
Prussian ministry of war that men on 
leave have spoken publicly of a revo- 
lution which is to break out after the 
war. 

“A soldier, said to have come from 
the industrial region of Rhenisch West- 
phalia, declared.in a train that in his 
home district men were roing on leave, 


taking weapons with them for the 
aforesaid object and that it was easy 
to take home German or captured re- 
volwers as well as hand grenades sepa- 
rated into two. parts. 

“? desire that the clothin 
going on leave be searched as test 
cases, before their departure. It will 
ibe possible to carry this out at the 
baths and dressing stations. 

“Tt wish to impress upon all superfor 
officers who happen to hear such ob- 
‘jectionable talk or who hear of it 
through others that they must deal 
with it at once'and without hesitation. 
The home authorities and the director 
of military railways have been directed 
to take corresponding measures.” 


Soldiers Refuse to Obey. 

Another order just captured ‘bearing 
the signature of the chief of staff of 
the forty-first infantry division, recites 
that courts-martial have had various 
and an increasing number of cases 
where subordinates emphatically refus- 
ed to accompany their units into the 
liné and where the “superior officers 
have neglected to enforce obedience by 
falling to compel the cowards to go 
into the front line.” Obedience in this 
respect, the order said, must be enforc- 
ed even though it may be necessary to 
resort to force and the use of arms. 
It is right, the order said, even to g0 
to the length of shooting a man as an 
extreme necessity. ' 

Another ‘captured order deals with 
the investigation into a case where a 
German airplane was shot down, prob- 
ably in mistake by German troops, and 
the occupants secretly buried. “Such 
procedure,” the order said, “is unworthy 
of the German army.” 

In still another document . General 
Ludendorff says there are constant re- 
ports of German officers on leave voic- 
ing utterances that are calculated to 
awaken feelings of donbt as to German 
preparedness for battle. He mentions 
an officer in Berlin who said that fur- 
ther offensives were impossible on the 
western front because of the shortage 
of horses and oats. General Ludendorff 
warns officers against spreading un- 
favorable rumors. He>-declares that it 
is remarkable that they never bring 
encouraging news home from the front, 
and adds that it is better to “color the 
situation with a rosy hue than with 
black paint.”

Numerous Swift Vessels 
Sent to Capture or Destroy 
Armed Trawler Loosed by 
U-Boat on Fishing Fleet.

Washington, August 21.—Navy de- 
partment officials tonight confidently 


awaited a wireless dispatch telling of 
the capture ‘or destruction of the 
trawier Triumph, which was seized by 
a German submarine yesterday, a Ger- 
man crew put aboard, the vesbel armed 
and started on a raiding expedition 
against the defenseless fleet of fish- 
ing smacks operating on the Grand 
Banks. Every precaution has been 
taken, it was said, to prevent the raid- 
er slipping through the line stretched 
around the fishing region. 7 

The department, through Admiral 
Benson, acting secretary, requested 
newspapers to make no mention of the 
type of craft being employed in the 
hunt. It was said, however, these 
are numerous and swift enoygh to 


make the eventful apprehension of: 


the converted fishing vessel absolutely 
certain unless the enemy crew destroys 


the ship or attempts to engage one of 
the. pursuers in unequal ¢. 

Officials here expressed the belief 
tonight that the German commander 
realized the utter hopelessness of his 
new associate continuing operations 
for more than 24 hours. Some con- 
Midered that a rendezvous with the sub- 
marine had been arranged by the crew 
of the Triumph, after which the Tri- 
umph would be suhk so that the pa- 
trol flotillas would find it necessary 
to continue their hunt for several days. 
This would result, the German offi- 
cers might hope, in a large force be- 
ing held along the Grand Banks, less- 
ening the strength of the coast guard 
at other points. The answer made to 
this possibility is that adequate forces 
are now in service at every vital point 
to protect all ships. 

The only dispatches received by the 
department today concerning the new- 
est maneuver of the German submarine 
flotilla off the American coast was a 
brief message from the commander of 
the first naval district at Boston. This 
dispatch merely confirmed the landing 
of the captain and crew of the Triumph 
and reiterated the story told by these 
sailors. Six heurs earlier this infor- 
mation was given to the navy depart- 
ment through press dispatches and was 
flashed by naval wireless to officers in 
command of patrol forces in the vicin- 


ity. 


Statement by Benson. 

“The department has taken steps to 
protect fishing on the Grand Banks 
and to counteract the effects of this 
raid,” Admiral Benson said.

ARMED TRAWLER 
LOOSED BY U-BOAT 
ON FISHING FLEET 


A Canadian Atlantic Port, August 21, 
The steam trawler Triumph, fitted with 
two guns and wireless, and manned by 
sixteen Germans from the U-boat which 
capturéd her yesterday, is raiding the 
fishing banks off the Nova Scotia coast. 
Crews of the schooners sunk by the 
Triumph have arrived here. 

Vessels known to have been sunk by 
the converted raider are the Una P. 
Saunders, of Lunenburg; the E. Pratt 
Andrew, of Gloucester, Mass., and the 
Francis J. O’Hara, of Boston. 

Captain Wallace Bruce, master of the 
E. Pratt Andrew, 
here that his vessel was held up by the 
Triumph yesterday afternoon and that 
he and his crew were given ten minutes 
to leave the ship. The Germans then 
sank her with bombs. 

The raider then bore down upon the 
Una P. Sapnders and the Francis J. 
O’Hara, and sunk them likewise. The 
dories carrying the crews of the three 
vessels reached here at 10 a. m. today. 
The fish®rmen say that while making 
for this port they heard firing and be- 
lieved other fishing vessels were sunk 
by the raider. 

Six U-Boats at Wo 

Captain Myhre, master of the Tri- 
umph, who landed here with his mep 
this morning, said he was told by the 
captain of the submarine that captured 
his vessel that he was only one of six 
U-boats operating off the coast. 

“We intend to destroy the fishing 
fleets,” the German commander said to 
Captain Myhre. 

Captain Myhre and his crew were 
taken aboard the submarine yesterday 
afternoon and photographed by the Ger- 
mans, who offered them refreshments 
and cigarettes. They said they started 
for shore sixty miles away late in the 
afternoon. Before they left the Ger- 
mans had put two light guns on the 
Triumph, fore and aft, and fitted up a 
small wireless apparatus. The Triumph 
then set off in companv with the sub- 
marine for fishing vessels in the vi- 


cinity. 
Motorboats have goné out from here 


to meet survivors of other fishing ves- 
sels, which are believed to have been 
sunk by the Triumph, but do not ven- 
ture far from shore for fear of them- 
selves falling victim to the improvised 
sea raider. 

" Bombs and Gunfire Used. 

A Canadian Atlantic Port, August 21. 
The fishing schooner Lucille Schnare, of 
Lunenberg, N. S., was sunk late today 
by the trawler Triumph, which a Ger- 
man submarine crew has converted into 


a raider. Both bombs and gunfire were 
used. The crew arrived at Canso to- 


night. - 

Members of the crew said that the 
Pasadéna, another fishing vessel, was 
in the vicinity when the Schnare was 
sent to the bottom. Although they 
did not see any attack upon the Pasa- 
dena, they expressed the opinion she 
was sunk after the Germans had fin- 
ished with the Schnare.

Culver brought before the finance com-

Vacancies in High Schools. 

Eleven vacancies have occurred in 
Tech High, and three at Boys’ High, a 
number of which are technical posi- 
tions, requiring the services of men 
whose technical knowledge is now at 
a premium. Six of the posts vacated 
at the Tech High school are entirely 
technical, and the efforts that have 
been made by the school authorities to 
fill these vacancies have brought them 
face to face with. the fact that men 
qualified to fill the places are in such 
demand that the limited pay the At- 
lanta board of education is authorized 
to offer is no incentive for finished 
men to take up the Atlanta school 
work.

ALLIES PASS SUMMIT 
OF THE WAR MOUNTAIN 


Paris, August 21.—“We have passed 
the summit of the mountain s re- 
the war,” said Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, assistant secretary of the 
United States navy, at a reception giv- 
en by the Frénch press this morning. 

“As to the submarines off the coast,” 
he continued, “the danger points can 
now be said to have been made safe.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, in the course of his ad- 
dress, insisted upon the absolute ne- 
|cessity of all government ministers and 
heads of departments seeing the war 
with their own eyes in order to under- 
stand its greatness. He dwelt on the 
fact that all the improvements made 
at French ports to receive the Ameri- 
can army had been made with a view 
to the future, He said that France 
would benefit from this work and that 
in this there was a “silver lining to the 
clouds of war.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, who has not slept two 
successive. nights at the same place 
since he arrived in Europe, said that 
he hoped to return, adding ‘‘Perhaps in 
uniform.” He will visit Field Marshal 
Haig, the king of Belgium and govern- 
ment officials in England before he 
returns to the United States.

The senatorial primary election in Mis- 
sissippi results in the nomination of a can- 
didate known to be loyal to the administra- 
tion and the overwhelming defeat of the 
incumbent, Vardaman, notorious for his dis- 
loyalty in withholding his support from the 
administration's war measures. 

The political situation in Mississippi, so 
far as the senatorial contest is concerned, 
was almost a counterpart of that in Georgia. 

In Mississippi the obstructionary, dis-

Governor Dorsey Signs 
Ducktown Resolution. 


After a two-day hearing on the resolu- 
tion authorizing a contract between the state 
of Georgia and the Ducktown Sulphur, Cop- 
per and Iron company, by which the capacity 
of the company can be increased to meet im- 
perative demands of the government for 
sulphur and sulphuric acid, as well as the 
demands of agriculture for the latter, the 
governor yesterday approved the resoiution, 
and, by ‘vested authority, entered into a 
modified contract by which the Ducktown 
company may slightly increase its output, 
but at the same time absolutely assure the 
protection of all vegetation, in the zone of its 
emitted fumes, from any possible damage. 

The resolution was passed in both houses 
of the general assembly by an overwhelming 
majority—indeed, by more than a two-thirds 
membership vote in each, and this after the 
members of the legislature, through visiting 
committees, visiting commissions and indi- 
vidual research, had made a most exhaustive 
study of the entire situation.

The Ducktown Situation 
And What It Means. 


That there may be an intelligent under- 
standing of this much-talked-of aituation—

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HIVES. 

Hives, urticaria, netlerash, ortie, or nes- 
selsucht, is usually an acute, sometimes a 
chronic disorder of the skin characterised 
by the appearance of irregular wheals or 
raised welts resembling mosquito bites, 
white or reddened, and which wheals are 
accompanied by warying degrees of itching, 
burning, tingling or smarting. Attacks are 
sometimes ushered in by constitutional up- 
set, such as mild feverishness, loss of appe- 
tite, headache and general tired feeling. 

The causes of urticaria are innumerable, 
yet all alike. Bites or stings of mosquitoes, 
lice, fleas, bedbugs, gnats, wasps, bees and 
caterpillars. The wounds inflicted by the 
jellyfish, the stinging nettle weed, and other 
low, mean forms of animal and plant life. 
Medicines such as quinine, chloral, arsenic, 
salicylic acid (including derivatives such as 
aspirin), senna, opium or morphine, various 
vaccines, antitoxins. Foods such as \cheese, 
pork, sausage, lobster, caviar, strawberries, 
oatmeal, cucumbers, mushrooms, honey. Bev- 
erages such as coffee, beer, champagne. 
Finally, protein poison produced by bacterial 
life within the body, such as infected ton- 
sils, infected teeth, or pus collections recog- 
nized or concealed anywhere in the body. 
The essential element in the production of 
hives is in most cases some protein sub- 
stance (nitrogenous material) to which the 
individual is “sensitised,” that is, unduly 
susceptible. 

The first princtple in treatment is the 
removal of the cause, which implies know]l- 
edge of the particular cause in a given case. 
Next, an active cathartic is generally advis- 
able, preferably a bottle of solution of mag- 
nesium citrate freshly prepared by the drug- 
gist. Then a simple light diet. as of bread 
or crackers and milk, with or without a little 
fruit for two days. 

Gentle bathing, without friction, with 
tepid water containing a handful of salera- 
tus (soda) in the basin, gives relief. A full 
tepid bath, with half a pound of soda in the 
tub, and a muslin bag of bran to make the 
water more demulcent, is useful for general 
hives. Avoid rubbing. Dry the body by 
patting with cotton towels or sheet. Then 
powder freely with conrstarch powder and 
get into bed between sheets. e, 

A solution of menthol, 20 grains, in alco- 
hol, 4 ounces and water, 4 ounces, may be 
applied for the itching. Or one or two per 
cent of phenol (carbolic acid) may be in- 
corporated in a calamine lotion: 

Powdered calamine ‘once 

Powdered zinc oxide .. 

Glycerin 

Lime water 2 ounces 

Rose water 6 ounces 

This lotion is to be sopped on with the 
fingers without friction, as often as desired. 
If itching is excessive, add to the lotion from 
one-half dram to one dram of phenol (car- 


bolic acid).

Paint the 
callus once daily with a solution of 20 
grains of salicylic acid in half an ounce of 
flexible collodion, following prolonged hot 
soaking of the foot and thorough drying.

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IAPANESE RIOTING. 
PURELY ECONOMIC 


People Inspired by Food 
- Shortage and Rage Against 


Profiteers — Property 0 f|% 


the Rich Especially At- 
tacked. 


Tokio, August 21.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The violence of the food 
riots and the rapidity with which they 
enveloped the country have astonished 
the Japanese and have convinced them, 
though far removed from the center 
of the war, that they cannot escape its 
consequences, nor remain untouched 
by the world movements which the 
war has set in motion. No such dis- 
turbances have convulsed the: nation 
since the days of the restoration. 

The movement appears to be entirely 
economic and social and has no polit- 
teal aspect except as it is directed 
against the Japanese ministry, which is 
popularly regarded as bureaucratic. 

From the protest against the prohibi- 
tive price of Japan's substitute for bread 
anti-wealth demonstrations developed. 
The property of the rich especially was 
attacked. The residences of a num- 
ber of millioantres were burned to the 
ground and immense damage was done 
to the property of merchants dealing 
with the people, and in particular, those 
suspected of excessive profiteering. 

No Anti-Foreign Outbreak. 

Not a single instance of anti-foreign 
manifestation has been reported and 
the movement has constantly been 
marked by impressive expressions of 
loyalty to the imperial dynasty. The 
Japanese crown prince went riding 
through the streets in an open carriage 
yesterday without a military’ escort 
and the lines of people respectfully 
paid the silent homage customary in 
Japan, where the members of the im- 
perial family never are acclaimed. 

Anarchistic elements frequently led 
the mobs, but there is no evidence of 
the Bolshevik tendencies such as has 
prevailed in Russia. The Japanese 
government frequently has warned the 
people against “dangerous thoughts,” 
but a number of educators contend that 
the government errs in classing all 
democratic impulses as “dangerous.” 

The newspapers of Osaka condemn 
the ministry for its failure to prevent 
the unprecedented outbreaks and the 
resignation of the cabinet is demanded. 

The ringleaders of the rioting at- 
Kobe who, flourishing their swords, led 
the mob, were killed on the spot. A 
large number of persons are reported 
to have been wounded during the dis- 
turbances ‘throughout the empire. Sev- 
enty policemen are said to have been 
injured at Nazoya alone. The mobs 
often were armed with revolvers, 
swords, daggers and clubs. 

Most of the arrests were made by 
detectives, who mingled with the 
crowds chalking a cross on the backs 
of the ringleaders and then capturing 
them when the riots were over. 

The government has compromised 
with the newspapers concerning reports 
of the disturbances and is permitting 
the publication of two officia] bulle- 
tins daily. 

Many Places Attacked. 

The first bulletin on the situation in 
Tokio province during the last three 
days explains that separate mobs in 
Tokio, varying in size from 300 to 10,- 
000, attacked and damaged police box- 
es, rice stores and geisha houses and 
attacked the Selyoken hotel and the 
building of the ministry of communi- 
cations and commerce. Other buildings 
and automobiles and tramways were 
the objects of mob anger. Police and 
troops eventually dispersed the mobs. 
Large gatherings were held but there 
was no rioting. 

Reports of rioting in eighteen pre- 


fectures in addition to Osaka, Kyoto 
and Nagoya are referred to in the bul- 


letin. Disturbances occurred in the 
prefectures of Shiga, Fukushima, Oku- 
yama, Hiroshima, Wakayama and Ka- 
gawa. 

The bulletin emphasizes that the dis- 
turbances at Nagoya were in the out- 
skirts of the city. A police station 
and a postoffice building were raided 
and three policemen wounded. A de- 
termined attack was made on the police 


and military at Wakayama and one 
writer was killed and several policemen 
wounded seriously. Some mercantile 
houses were attacked.

Excess Profits Rates Not Defi- 
nitely Accepted, But Kitchin 
Indicates Their Scope.

$8,000,000,000 revenue bill was prac- 
tically complete tonight except for the 
excess profits rates, which will apply 
to approximately one-tenth of all cor- 
porations, the income tax normal rates 
so far as affected by the 3 per cent 
differential against unearned incomes, 
and some administrative provisions 
and minor details. The house ways 
and means committee, which is fram- 
ing the bill, adjourned until Satur- 
day and in the meantime Chairman 
Kitchin and ‘his expert assistants out- 
side the committee, together with the 
treasury department, will work out 
matters to be put into final shape by 
the committee.. Members of the com- 
mittee were doubtful tonight, however, 
whether the revenue bill "can be re- 
ported

Excess Profits Tax. 

“The committee will decide between 
two propositions for the excess profits 
tax,” said Chairman Kitchin- tonight, 
“first, an 8 per cent deduction in addi- 
tion to the $3,000 specific exemption 
with a 35 per cent tax on profits be- 
tween 8 and 15 per cent; 50 per cent 
tax on profits between 15 and 20 per 
cent and 70 per cent tax on profits 
above 20 per cent; and second, the 
same exemption and deduction with 
40 per cent tax on profits between 8 
and 20 per cent and 70 per cent on 
profits exceeding 20 per cent. The 
treasury department has objected to 
any increase over the existing law. 

“The committee decided on a flat

Pre-War Earnings. 

The committee decided on a flat 10 
per cent minimum deduction for pre- 
war earnings in computing the war 
profits tax. A provision affecting 
corporations with swollen profits that 
would not otherwise come within 
feither war profits tax or the excess 
profits tax was adopted. This pro- 
vision directs that any corporation 
whose capital exceeds $1,000,000 shall 
pay a tax of at least 10 per cent of its 
net income as excess profits. To take 
care of the smaller corporations the 
committee has adopted a limitation 
that excess profits of war profits tax 
on corporations whose capital does 
not exceed $25,000 shall in no case ex- 
ceed 35 per cent of its total net in- 
come. On corporations not exceeding 
$50,000 capitaiization this maximum 
shall be 40 per eent of net income. 

Chairman Kitchin estimated that the 
excess profits and war profits tax 
will raise approximately $3,000,000,000, 
based on the year 1917. 

The committee has retained the defi- 
nition of invested capital practically 
the same as in the existing law. Chair- 
man Kitchin said: “The treasury is 
working out a provision for the dif- 
ferential against unearned incomes.”

“Conforming with the policy laid 
dewn by the government ail former 
employees of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company released solely because 
of the affiliation with the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union of America are 
now eligible for re-employment with 
the company.” 

Between 650 and 700 men are af- 
fected by the ruling, Mr. Atkins added. 

The difficulties between the Western 
Union and the telegraphers, which in- 
volves a threat of strike, arose from 
the refusal of the company to deal with 
the union. The company discharged 
employees who joined the union and 
organized an association of its non- 
union employees with which it an- 
nounced it would deal exclusively.
